Ponce, P. P., December S, 1900. 
Sir : Through chief quarantine officer of Porto Eico, I have the honor 
to transmit herewith the quarantine and abstract of bills of health 
reports for the week ended December 1, 1900 ; also report of the inspec- 
tion of immigrants for the month of November, 1900. 

During the week the steamship Le Calvados, from St. Thomas, and the 
steamship Ascania, from Kingston, were held in quarantine, as their 
previous ports had been suspicious — Port Limon, Colon, Sabanilla, etc.
